BEGIN MESSAGE 

Selwyn Lloyd has given me an account of his talk with von Brentano prior 
to their departure . from Geneva with particular reference to question of Four 
Power Commission. We have been thinking about possible role of such a 
commission with German advisers attached to study reunification, contacts 
between West and East Germans, and perhaps principles to govern a peace 
treaty. I gathered from Lloyd that such a device might be acceptable to 
von Brentano. As a matter of fact it would be pretty much identical with 
the commission proposed by the Bundestag resolution of July 2, 19J>8 as 
transmitted to US Government under cover of aide memoire from the Foreign 
Office dated September 9*. 1958. I would be glad to have von Brentano's 
further views ./orr this possibility as something which might conceivably be 
used during the course of forthcoming negotiations at Geneva.
